come ai ufual to Wafttingtnn, atter a demand 
had beeu made for his recall at Madrid ? and 
again, what bes the aftonilhment of every 
one been when they difcovered that the only 
caufe brought forward to fo'.icit his recall is 
the long-forgotten ridiculous miftake of Ma- 
j o r j a c k l o n ; 
I do not fpesk of the r i d i ­ 
culous fuppofition of a right over the perfon 
of an Ambaflador, without an acknowledged, 
grounded motive, which could not be applied 
to the mealie!! of our citizens. 
Never was
